No Change . in Wages or 


Hours as Long Strike 


Is Concluded 


NEW YORK—WWV-Fifteen of the 


21 bituminous coal associatons in the 
Appalachian joint conference Sal- 
urday signed, a union shop contract 
with Jim L, Lewis' United Mine Wrk- 
crs (CIO), making possible the return 
to work of 300,000 miners Monday. 


Six Southern groups of operators 


withdrew fro'm.' the conference which 
covers an eight-state area, but several 
of the companies within the Southern 
urea went along with the operators 
who signed. 


Approval of a union shop contract 


willed away the last trace of fear thai 
there would be a coal shortage. 


NEW YORK—(/P)—An agreement to 


givp ,Johi'i--L. J.!Bwi«'*C., I.-O. miners 
n "union shop" and thus to end tlie 
long tie-up of biluminous coal fields 
in 26 states was reached Friday by 
negotiators for the Appalachian Con- 
ference. 


Their recommendations had yet lo 


be acceplccl by Ilia whole membership 
of tho conference which assembled 
Friday night in executive session and 
adjourned until Saturday without act- 
ing. 


Thai body, despile the lack of un- 


animity within it, was expected to 
give ils' approval. There were indi- 
calions some blocs among the op- 
erators—particularly Southerners—ir- 
reconcilably opposed to extension of 
the union's ixnvcr, might withdraw 
from the conference in protesl. 


The Appalachian conference is a 


six-year-old organizalion—made up of 
150 reprcsenlalives of union and 150 
of management—voting under Ihe unil 
rule and the biggest such instrument 
for mass labor bargaining in the coun- 
Iry. It acts only for Ihe eight-stale 
Appalachian area, but lhal section pro- 
duces 70 per cent of the national sup- 
ply of bitumiraus coal and ils de- 
cisions substantially control in the 
entire belt,

Lewis' authority and at what amount- 
ed almost to a command from federal 
mediators, 24 hours before the Appa- 
lachian negotiators came 
agreement.

For another, business gets relief from 


the previously-scheduled rise in the 
old-age benefits payroll tnx. This tax, 
levying 1 per cent on the employer 
and 1 per cent on the employe, was to 
have gone up to IVfe per cent on the 
first ,of next year. 
The pending re- 


visions would free/e it at 1 per cent 
until 1943. 


For still another, the famous re- 


serve system, under which a stupcn- 
dious fund of 40 or 50 billions would 
have been built up in the Treasury 
to finance old-age benefit payments, 
lias received a body blow. The re- 
visions change tftc whole liasis on 
which the benefit payments are com- 
puted, and hint strongly that the huge 
reserve system will be scrapped even- 
tually. 


Under the old law, the amount of 


money a worker could draw on his re- 
tirement ot G5 depended on his ac- 
cumalatcd wages during the lime he 
had been paying the payroll tax. 
Under the revised law, it depends 
on his average wages. 


Tliis means that benefit payments 


in the early years of the plan will 
be substantially higher than under 
the old law, when the workers affected 
are those who have been meeting 
the payroll tax only for a few years. 
In its early years of opernlion the act 
will pile up a reserve, but it won't 
be piling it up at anything like the 
rate that would have obtained if the 
law had gone unamended. 


For instance; next year, when the 


government is paying out $175,000,00 
in old age benefits, it will be col- 
lecting (via the old age payroll taxes) 
$501,000,000. Thus it will have a profit 
for tlie reserve fund of some $326,000. 


But in 1941, when it is to pay 


$400,000,0000, it will be taking just 
about what it is to get in 1940. And 
in 1942, when Is prospective intake 
will still be close to the $50,000,000 
mark, it will bo paying out ap- 
proximately $50,000,000 more than it 
takes in. 
, 


Now in 1943, the payroll tax is 


scheduled to go up to 3 per cent. The 
reserve fund will have an estimated 
content of $1,972,000,000 at the time 
when thai rise is scheduled to take 
place. 
Even if that rise goes into 


effect,, the Treasury Department es- 
timates that by .1950 .the., fund will 
stand ot slightly less than four bil- 
lipns. "And'in 1950 when the tijTis 
'(jxReetrjl to./produce .SlJStOQQ.Opp^be- 
riofit- .ptjyriienls! will' amount ?t6'""51,- 
697,000,000-^leaving a "profit" of only 
$54,000,000. 


Consequently, if the pending amend- 


ments go through and no further 
changes arc made in the law, the 
yea?- 1950 will find the reserve fund 
far under the somewhat astronomical 
figures that were originally suggest- 
ed. 


But when 1943 arrives, there is cer- 


tain to be a good deal of sentiment 
for postponing the rise in the tax 
rates, or .even for freezing the tax 
permanently at the 1 per cent level. 
If 
that should happen, the 
fund 


would operale at a loss, and the de- 
ficit would have to be met annually 
out of ordinary luxation receipts. 


Average Claims Now $75 


In any case, it looks doubtful thai 


tlie prodigious fund originally talked 
of will ever actually come into ex- 
istence. 


Payments made so far under the 


old age benefit program have been 
prctly inconsequential, being limited 
to lump sum payments which have 
been comparatively small. 


The act went into effect in 1937, 


and by the end of this year approxi- 
mately $34,00,000 will have been dis- 
tributed in old age benefit payments. 
Tlie average size of the claims now 
being met is $75. 


Starting in January, however, re- 


gular monthly annuity payments be- 
gin. 
From thereon, some 30,000,000 


Amercians will be under the prolecl- 
ion of an operating old-age insurance 
system.

Johnson, sentenced to be executed at 
Tucker convict farm next Friday for 
the kidnap-murder of Eldon Cooley, 
Hot Springs chain grocery execu- 
tive. 


Alfred (Pug) Dickson, also convict- 


ed of first degree murder in connec- 
tion wilh Ihe same crime, also is 
scheduled to be electrocuted Friday 
but the governor made no mention of 
Dickson and it was presumed the 
governor had decided not lo intervene 
in his case,

Dickson had repeatedly been in- 


volved in trouble at Hot Springs. Ho 
had been accused of burglary, 
o£ 


motor thefts and of an atlempt to kill 
Joe Wakelin, former Hot Springs po- 
lice chief. Ho was the uncle of John 
Dickson who died December 24, 1936 
from injuries said to have been suf- 
fered while he was in custody of Hot 
Springs police, an affair that caused 
a scandal "that resulted in indictment 
of Wakelin and several other Hot 
Springs officers. "Pug" Dickson was 
in custody at the same time but was 
removed to the county jail following 
the death of his nephew. 


Circuit Judge Earl Witt, Sheriff Ma- 


rion Anderson, Deputy Prosecuting At- 
lorney Curlis L. Ridgeway and Jay 
Rowland, one of Johnson's attorneys, 
all of Hoi Springs, urged Governor 
Bailey at a hearing at tho capitol Fri- 
day to commute Johnson's senlence lo 
life imprisonment. 


"Johnson has been in a lot of trouble 


of a minor nature, but Ihere is noth- 
ing vicious about him," Judge Witt 
told newspapermen. "He's just a 
poor, ignorant hillbilly. It is our opin- 
ion he was influenced by the others in 
tlie case, particularly by "Pug" Pick- 
son. I do not believe Johnson,, was 
present when Cooley was murdered."

High on Morale

Congress is in a generous mood, and 


army appropriations are up, If army 
spends its money wisely it can lay in 
stocks of material that will be ser- 
viceable 20 years from now. And the 
purchase of the material will step up 
ihe country's capacity for speedy pro 
ductions of war goods.

Quiet, But Vigorous 


The general is an enthusiast about 


the military profession. Tall and ra- 
ther slim, he has abounding energy, 
and works at top speed. In civilian 
clothes, he doesn't look like a soldier, 
somehow—doesn't affect the bristling 
muslache, the clipped-off sentences 
or the semi-Prussian manner of so 
many army officers. 


He is quiet, soft-spoken and is well- 


liked. For reaction he likes to take 
walks, ride horseback and play tennis. 
He does not smoke but does take an 
occasional drink. 


Unlike many army officers, he has 


the gift of self-expression. 
When 


General Perching found the job of 
writing his memoirs too tough he 
called in Marshall to straighten out 
the tangle, as the new chief of staff 
can write as fluently as he can speak. 


He is not, however, given to sound- 


ing off his plans, ideas or achieve- 
ments—quite the contary. The annals 
of the U. S. army are full of instances 
of talented soldiers who wrote or 
talked themselves into trouble. Gen- 
eral Marshall's name will never be 
on that list. 


General Marshall is well liked in the 


army, and has been called the most 
brilliant soldier in the A. F. F. 


Not A West Pointer 


A graduate of Virginia Military In- 


stitute, he got a. second lieutenant's 
commission in 1902 at the age of 20. 


He went at once to the Philippines, 


serving in connection with tlie Phil- 
ippine insurrection. 
Later he was 


sent to the Infantry-Cavalry school 
at Fort Leavenworth, (graduating as 
number one student) and to tlie Army 
Staff College at the same post.
